Although Canada remained free 


from the horrors of war on her home 
front, she fought hard to keep the 
Canadian way of life alive for the 
boys to come home to. This fight 
which included a successful preven- 
tion of runaway prices.shows that 
now returned servicemen and women 
pay no more or very little more for 
supplies than they did when they first 
donned uniforms. 

Since the beginning of this war, the 
cost of living in Canada has gone up 
only 18 per cent compared with 81 
per cent during the competitive per- 
fod after the outbreak of the First 
Great War. Since the establishment 
of the price ceiling in December 1941 
the rise has been only three points. 

Emphasis in the first months after 
the imposition of the price ceiling 
was on ironing out injustices and ap- 
portioning ‘the “Squeeze” of higher 
replacement cost. 


With ,a very small ‘Watforcement | 


Administration, the Board has relied 
on the people who are being protect- 
ed by price control, the consumers 
themselves to watch the price ceiling. 


Through its Consumer Branch, made, 


up of more than 16,000 officers rep- 
resenting the women of Canada, the 
Board receives reports and recom- 
mendations which: influence Board 
policy. 

The Board established 14 Regional 
Offices across Canada to assist the 
Board's work, much of which was de- 
centralized, and also has 500 Local

Col. J. J. Lilewellin, Minister of 
Food, announced that the bacon 
ration for Britons will be reduced 
from four ounces a week to three

Fiery Calling Cards 
Dropped On Japan 


The Chemical Warfare Service 
disclosed not-long ago that. Super- 
fortresses are dropping at least 
four types of incendiary bombs on 
Japan and that research is under 
way to develop more fiery calling ¢ 
cards, 

Two of the bombs spread flam= 
ing synthetic lava formed by jel- 
lied gasoline, powdered magne+ 
sium, liquid asphalt atd other in- 
gredients. 

One is the M-76 or “Goop” 
bomb, a 500-pounder, «which scat- 
ters lava into corners and other 
out-of-the-way places. The other 
is the tenpound M-74, equipped 
with .a mechanism that throws 
gobs of burning lava for. distances. 
of twenty-five yards, 

The two other types of bombs Re 
are the 100-pound M-47 and the a 
six-pound M-69 cluster. The M- 
47, packdd with jellied gasoline in 
a thin wall, is capable of scattering 
chunks of fire for distances of forty 
yards, The M-69 is made up) of 
bomb clusters scattered by a time f; 
fuse releasing a shower of “fire 
sticks,

CREAM CANS ARE 
FOR CREAM 


If some careless dairyman does| 
not want to get into trouble he,should 
remember that it is an offence under 
the War Measures Act to use 
a milk or .cream can belonging to 
any dairy or creamery for any 
other purpose than the transporta- 
ation of milk or cream to the 
owner of the can, or to put any 
other substance but milk or cream 
into s can. 

It is also an offence to have one of 
these cans when not required for its 
legal use to and to retain it in one’s 
possession. 

Creameries in Ontario do not re- 
quire patrons to own their own cans, 
but loan cans on request, and it is im- 
portant that this privilege is not 
abused. The cans should be returned 
promptly to the creamery when not 
needed for shipping cream. . 

Tin is in very short supply and 
creameries and other dairies are 
having a hard time of it to get 
enough cans to go around. Do your 
bit in this situation. Use the cans 
for shipping milk or cream, but not 
for anything else.-Canadian Country- 
man, 


RENTAL REGULATIONS 
‘FOR WAR VETERANS 


The Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board has announced that under 
amendments to rental regulations et- 
fective June 1, veterans of the 
adian armed forces who have 
honourably discharged may obtain 
occupancy of homer owned and oc- 
cupied at the time of enlistment but 


since rented on a three months’ notice 


to vacate. 

In those instances where at 
time of enlistment a member of the 
armed forces was living in a house, 
duplex or flat owned by his parents 
and this accommodation has 


the tenant a three months’ notice t 
vacate if he wishes his returned son 
or daughter to occupy the accommo- 
dation. . 

The restriction preventing the land- 
lord-oceupier .of a multiple family 
house from giving notice to vacate to 
another tenant in the same house is 
removed if this tenant is required to 
vacate make room for a veteran 
who is the son, daughter or daughter- 
‘n-law of the landlord.

OF EXPENDITURES 
FOR ROADS AND BRIDGES 


Of an approved expenditure -of 
$109,698.80 for roads and bridges of 
the county, approximately $37,057 
has been spent in the first five 
months of the year, Chairman W. H. 
Tanner of the Roads and Bridges 
Committee reported to County Coun- 
cil on Thursday. 

This is an increase of nearly $6,000 
over the five months expenditure of 
1944, due, the report stated, to an un- 
usually heavy winter, as compafed to 
the éne previous. | 

Total cost of snow removal last 
winter was $20,150 an increase of 
$11,000 over that of the winter of 
1943-44. 

Difficulties encountered in snow 
removal, the report stated were an 
unprecedented number of breakdowns 
and non-delivery of snow removal un- 
its, An additional 10,000 lineal feet of - 
snow fence and metal posts have been 
ordered.
